The end o f the year fo und us 
with appro ximately 40,000 few*cr 
telepho nes in service thro ugho ut 
the state. Also , o ne and o ne-quar­ 
ter millio n fewer lo ng distance 
calls were made by Misso urians. 
This resulted in a substantial de­ 
crease in revenues with which to 
meet payro lls, taxes and interest 
o n the mo ney needed to o perate 
tlic business. The year saw mo re 
eco no mies instituted to o ffset, as 
far as po ssible, the dro p caused 
bv lo st business.

E v e r y e m p lo ye e o f the tele-' 
pho ne co mpaii}’', fro m to p to bo t­ 
to m, w'ent o n a schedule o f part- 
time Av o rk. By so do ing, it was 
po ssible to avo id adding to the 
ranks o f the unemplo yed. 


Ho wever, the picture o f 1952 Is 
no t alto gether glo o my. 
We be­ 
lieve yo u will agree that yo ur tele­ 
pho ne service is go o d. I ’he effo rts 
o f telepho ne wo rkers were directed 
to this end. Despite the handicaps 
impo sed by the present eco no mic 
disturbance, we have endcaA’o red 


to keep yo ur telepho ne service at 
a high level o f efficiency. 


It Is no t fo r us to fo recast the 
trend o f business in 1933. 
But, 
wdiether co nditio ns impro ve, o r 
co ntinue at the current low^ level, 
the telepho ne co mpany w*ill carry 
o n with o ther Misso uri industries. 


T elep h o n e emplo yees, m o re 
than 7,200 o f them, will still be 
spending their pay in Misso uri. 
They will put back into circula­ 
tio n thro ugh this channel alo ne, 
mo re than a third o f the mo ney 
yo u pay fo r yo ur telepho ne ser­ 
vice. 
The telepho ne co mpany In 
Alisso uri will pay o ut In taxes near­ 
ly two and o ne-half millio n do llars. 
Thus, ano ther large slice o f the 
telepho ne do llar will help defray 
the expenses o f federal, state and 
lo cal go vernment. 


Fo r many years we have had 
high faith in the stability and 
gro w'th o f A lis s o u ri. 
Wc have 
backed that faith by raising the 
necessary mo ney to erect the tele­ 
pho ne plant which serves 80 to wms 
and cities and pro vides much o f 
the lo ng distance telepho ne service 
which Alisso urians use. 


The rigo ro us experiences o f the 
last three years have no t shaken o ur 
belief In the future o f Alisso uri. 
W’e Intend to go fo rward, alo ng 
with o ther Alisso urians, In the firm 
co nvictio n that gradually w^e shall 
wo rk o ur Avay o ut o f the diffi­ 
culties o f these days.
